O the serious student of road safety, the unfortunate blot on the newly pub 
lished analysis of 1951 road accidents is the following statement from th 
final paragraph of the explanatory matter:— 
Most ot the limited resources which can be signed to new road works in these hard times 
are being spent on the elimination of black spot 
Does the Minister of Transport really believe that the qualification will be accepted 
as sincere? If so, we must hasten to assure him of his mistake. In our opinion ther« 
are two dominant reasons why money is not being spent on roads. One 1s that few 
members of the Government have more than a layman’s appreciation of road safety 
and road economic problems, the second that few votes are to be won by road con 
struction. If such a view be dismissed as undue cynicism then we can recommend a 
study of this journal over the last forty or fifty years; during that period experts have 
continually stressed what needs to be done, administrations have continually acknow- 
ledged the excellence of their suggestions—and have done almost nothing. And now 
that the task of accommodating the traffic and ensuring road safety has become almost 
insuperable, the administrative conscience is being salved by the soothing reflection 
that “limited resources’ do not permit road work 
That the resources of this country are limited we have never attempted to deny 
but that is a very different matter from accepting that they are wisely spent. Con- 
sider, at random, a few contemporary outlets for expenditure-—television, the 1951 
Festival of Britain, and new towns; more and more electrical generating capacity te 
cope with a peak demand that little is done to control. Add to these the subsidies 
overt and concealed, which are used to disguise the cost of living, the world-wide 
expenditure on publicizing Britain and “ the British way of life,” the staffs which plan 
and the staffs which cover up planning mistakes, and a very sizable network of motor 
ways has disappeared over the economic horizon

Extraneous Causes 


These questions have some point, for only the enthusiast 
who permits himself the luxury of wear and tear of tyres, for 
example, is likely to find out in detail the steering charac- 
teristics of his car.

the kerb, tending, in the extreme case, to turn the car right 
round, Mild doses of this complaint are easily corrected, for 
it is, in effect, a case for letting a little wind out of the sail: 
by allowing the whole car to take a wider line round the 
corner (given room), thereby reducing the effect of centri- 
fugal force. 

The usual correction for over-steer is the same as for the 
most straightforward skid, in which the tail of the car tend 
to break away and “try to overtake the bonnet.” The cos 
rection is popularly described as “steering into the skid, 
and although this may be correct it is also rather confusing 
On a left-hand bend the tail swings out to the right: ther« 
fore the driver should steer to the right. But look at it 
another way. The tail has swung out to the right, putting 
the whole car at an angle to the kerb; therefore, if the steer 
ing has not been altered the front wheels will be pointing 
into the left-hand kerb instead of being roughly parallel! 
with it. It is necessary, therefore, to do something about 
this before the car swings right round, and the corrective is 
to bring the front wheels back into line (roughly, again) with 
the kerb—which is, as has been said, nothing more than 
steering to the right 

Instructions to steer to the right somehow make it seem 
that this correction ts unnatural and something specially to 
be learned. With the idea that one is simply letting som« 
wind out of the sails it becomes the natural, instinctive thing 
to do. The only danger with an inexperienced driver is 
that, finding the car going out to the right, he may try to 
haul it back to the left. This results in the car turning 
round, because its behaviour has already made it clear that 
it will not go round as close to the kerb as the driver 
originally intended. 


Inherent Virtue 


Under-steer is usually built into the modern car and nor- 
mally its result is straightforward. In this case the rear of 
the car has no tendency to try to overtake the bonnet, but 
the front wheels show some reluctance to go round the 
corner. The slide rule would tell you that the front wheel 
have to be kept not simply parallel (roughly) with the kerb. 
but actually pointed slightly inwards towards it. For the 
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driver it means that he has to haul a little harder on the 
wheel, but the car feels comfortingly stable. This makes 
jor pleasant driving because muscles act more easily against 
something tangible than with a “ floating” action The 
driver is given something to “ push against.” 

Maximum torque is an item usually quoted it. any model's 
specification, and although its meaning is gener “'y known 
there remains a good deal of misunderstanding about its 
significance. Some confusion seems to exist between torque 
and brake horse-power. Maximum torque is provided at 
the engine speed at which engine efficiency, and pulling 
power, is at its best. Maximum b.h.p. is produced when 
the engine is at the speed which produces maximum energy 
output in a given time. On the road, therefore, the most 
economical speed is generally that at which the engine is 
giving maximum torque (although it must be realized that 
maximum torque is developed only with the throttle wide 
open, and that on the flat, therefore, the engine is at its most 
efficient only against an appropriately strong head wind) 
and the highest speed is close to that at which the engine is 
giving maximum power. The petrol engine tends to have 
difficulties with its breathing as the revs rise, and at maxi- 
mum b.h.p. each power stroke may be weaker than those 
obtained at lower revs—but there are many more of them! 


Maximum Torque Rarely Available 


It is unfortunate that the engine cannot generally be used 
in normal motoring when it is working at its most efficient 
pitch. Maximum torque may be developed at, perhaps, 
28 m.p.h. in top gear, but only when the throttle is wide 
open. On the flat the opening of the throttle automatically

“etween which of these points does a suitable cruising 
speed lie? Technical men may again take out the lide 
rules, think about piston speeds, and balance rate of weat 
against practical expediency The result may be a happy 
one, but there is no rule of thumb on this. The enthusiast 
who is prepared to use his gear box would certainly like to 
see more high-geared cars of the type found more frequently 
on the Continent, in which top is really suitable only for 
main road cruising, but is geared so that it is virtually im 
possible to overdrive the car, because wind resistance limits 
speed before the engine is thrashing too madly. In such 
cases cruising speed and top speed may be virtually the 
same thing. 

Cruising speed for most cars, however, varies eccording to 
the model, its age and condition, and is the speed at which 
the engine is pulling happily and giving the impression that 
it would go on doing so for ever. I sometimes think that 
some lower powered cars have two cruising speed To 
take an example, a particular Eight may be capable of some- 
thing like 60 m.p.h., but this is certainly pushing it Ata 
speedometer 50, however, when the engine is ir good con 
dition, it may be quite happy This would then be my 
cruising speed, taking care not to force it on hills or against 
the wind (which can have such a tremendous effect on any 
ungainly small car).

means an increase in speed, so that maximum torque 1s given 
only momentarily and is passed as engine speed rises 

One might wonder how, on cars without a rev counte! 
the driver can tell at which road speed on top gear maxi 
mum torque is being produced. The answer is fairly simple 
On approaching a hill at, say, 45 m.p.h.. the speed gradually 
drops until it may eventually be necessary t> change to a 
lower gear. But this is not always so; sometimes the speed 
will drop to, say, 28 m.p.h and will go no lower, the engin: 
pulling away up the incline a: that steady speed for ‘x 
rest of the climb. This will be the engine speed at which 
maximum torque is produced. 

On a hill which can be climbed on top gear only wher 
the engine is giving maximum torque it will be found that 
the speed cannot be increased above that point, and if th 
speed has to be reduced momentarily it will then fall off 
until a gear change has to be made. The road speed at which 
maximum torque is produced on top gear cannot be regained 
without a gear change. 

Having found a hill that produces a result such as this 
one has found where maximum torque is produced; that is 
to say, where for every “ beat” of the engine the most work 
is beirg done. At higher engine speeds more power is pro 
duced, not per “beat” of the engine, but per unit of time 
It is therefore possible to make the car go faster, for during 
1 five-minute speed run more power is provided, albeit |

eome air (under human control). Under-steer, already 
referred to, helps to provide good directional stability, ¢1d 
lowering tyre pressures at the front increases under-steer. 
Tyre pressures, therefore, have a number of important uses 
in that their adjustment can affect under-steer, and con- 
versely over-steer, and can help out the simple problem of 
keeping the car straight. 

Lowering the pressures at the front tends to keep the car 
straighter and reduce any tendency to over-steer. Lowering 
the pressures at the back reduces under-steer, even though 
few are the cars for which this is either necessary or advis- 
able. The amount of pressure reduction depends upon the 


car, and tyre wear must be kept in mind, but experiments

Other Causes 


Getting this right is initially the duty of the manufacturer, 
ind’ Why it is not invariably worked out beforehand is a 
secret known only to the offenders. It goes without saying, 
that ungreased swivel pins or settled springs, and 
so on, should be remedied before making a practice of 
playing with the pressures. Castor angle, or the angle at 
which the front wheels tend to “trail” from their swivel 
pins (king pins) is of great importance, hence th: emphasis 
on seeing that the springs are correctly set up on older cars. 

All aspects of the handling qualities of a car are important. 
Their uses, apart from the pleasantness of driving, are most 
apparent in emergency. For the careful driver the serious 
emergency may never arise—but for many it certainly does. 

I'wo actual examples come to mind which were seen 
recently. A car with first-class characteristics was travel- 


ol ourse, 
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ling along a dual carriageway at night, when oncoming head 
lamps proved to belong to a car on the wrong half of the 
carriageway. A smart swerve saved the situation, the car’s 
behaviour remaining completely unruffled. The effect on 
another car, which shal] be nameless, in somewhat similar 
circumstances was terrifying even to watch, the sudden 
swerve and a touch of the brakes putting the car almost out 
of control even at the moderate speed that was being used. 
No harm can be done, therefore, by knowing one’s ca 
intimately—indeed, very much the reverse. 

Some stability-conscious owners of cars of pre-war design 
have fitted modern spring dampers and stabilizer bars to 
improve the safety of their mounts, but there are points to 
watch in this process of modernization. A sad story, for 
example, relates to the unfortunate who, finding his car 
over-steering, decided to fit a stabilizer at the rear only, “ to 
stop the tail swinging about,” or in other words to prevent 
the chassis moving out laterally from the rear axle on 
corners. The result was appalling, but the owner learned 
(the hard way) that he must fit one at the front as well! 
Many more owners of older machines have fitted dampers 
suitable for modern cars, with capability for coping with big 
spring deflections, to models with short-travel half-elliptics 
A damper for a short-travel spring has to do its job over a 
short range of movement—a range over which the modern 
damper may not have really started work 

This particularly applies to telescopic dampers made for 
springs with considerable powers of deflection. Th: 
modern piston type may be “geared” to the springs by 
alteration of the length of the arm—but even this is no 
certain way to improvement of an old suspension. 


Stopping 


No aspect of a car’s quality is more important than brak 
ing, in both the power available and the way in which it 
can be applied in a hurry. Again, references to the brakes 
of some new models suggest, rightly, that the power and 
evenness can be to a standard right outside the ken of the 
owner of some less efficient cars. One has but to breathe 
upon the well-finished pedal of one of the best cars in th: 
respect to produce really tremendous stopping power with- 
out the slightest deviation off course. Do not be deceived 
into thinking that brakes recently adjusted are necessarily 
good. Try them in the worst conditions: hard, on a wet 
road. Get an indication of what can be expected when the 
worst kind of emergency arises. 

In comparing one’s car with the standard achieved by 
other models, and in trying to get the best from it, there are 
sO many points worth considering; but those already men- 
tioned are certainly among the most important. A good 
knowledge of one’s own car’s characteristics is invaluable, 
and it also helps the driver to compare to some extent the 
advantages or disadvantages of other models in published

"ee ANT temperatures vary 
widely within an engine, and it 
is well to recall the old physics experi- 
ment of boiling the water in the top of 
a test tube while that at the bottom was 
maintained at freezing point. With the 
old thermosyphon system, typical tem- 
peratures are 160 to 200 deg round the 
cylinder head, 90 deg round the jackets 
it the forward end of the block, 120 
deg at about the centre, and 100 deg at 
the after end. In the header tank 170 
deg is typical, and at the lower end of 
the bottom hose, by the radiator, 90 
deg is normal. Ideally, of course, the 
variations would be at a minimum, but 
they cannot be eliminated, otherwise 
the system would not be functioning as 
a cooling system at all. Pump systems 
circulate the water rapidly, thus 
approaching the ideal, and with only 
the by-pass system working one can 
visualize water coursing round the 
short block circuit very rapidly indeed, 
and at almost constant temperature. 
There are, it seems to me, two draw- 
backs to this. One is that the ther 


mostat does not remain tightly closed, 
but opens now and then with the rise 
in temperature. When it does s0, 
there is injected, from the base of the 
radiator, a volume of very cold water, 
possibly down in the neighbourhood of 
freezing point. This must have a 
peculiar effect on the bore dimensions 
of number one cylinder. Moreover, 
in the weather through which I was 
driving I wonder just how low that 
temperature could drop, Supposing one 
is travelling at about 60 m.p.h, into a 
40 m.p.h. gale, with an ambient read- 
ing of 33 deg, this means that a jet of 
air with a velocity of 100 m.p.h. and a 
freezing temperature is playing on the 
radiator. I do not know what the re- 
sultant cooling effect would be, but it 
seems to me that the temperature might 
even get down towards the freezing 
point of, say, a weakened mixture of 
coolant.

MALL volumes of water are most 

easily affected by temperature rise 
and fall, and therefore greater effici- 
ency, and fewer harmful effects, should 
result from keeping the largest volume 
of water flowing through the circuit, 
provided that the temperature is main- 
tained. My blanking (which cost ex- 
actly one shilling for a sheet of glass 
substitute) is entirely successful at the 
low temperatures prevailing at the time 
of writing, and I have so attached it 
as to make it a simple matter to affix 
or remove it. A subsidiary effect is 
that the efficiency of the car heater is 
fully assured, and that reminds me that 
the heating system is acting all the time 
as an extra heat exchanger. There’ is 
thus a very good reason for shivering 
for a few minutes in the morning until 
the thermometer has reached its normal 
working temperature, rather than 
switching on the heater fan as soon as 
the needle goes above blood heat and 
thereupon delaying the thorough 
warming-up of the engine.

established an excellent record of success in inter- 

national races and rallies, and has undergone a con- 
tinuous development and improvement as a result of 
competition experience. This culminated recently in the 
introduction of the Series III engine embodying numerous 
modifications which have been found to ensure long-term 
reliability under prolonged hard driving; a new and sturdier 
crankshaft is housed in a stiffer crankcase and the oil flow 
to the bearings has been increased by a new oil gallery lay- 
out. There is a revised method of locating the camshaft, 
and a more positive lower seal for the cylinder liners im- 
proves working conditions for the head gaskets. Cylinder 
heads are polished, as on all Javelin and Jupiter engines, and 
the bearings are now copper-lead, with a lead-indium plating 
on thin steel shells. The accent is thus on high performance 
with low maintenance costs. 

The Jupiter has an individual character emphasized by its 
unusual mechanical design. It is a fast car which handles 
as a sports model should, but it has bodywork offering more 
than the normal sports car standards of comfort. The 
original Mark I car had a two-seater body with folding head, 
winding windows and a small internal parcel space behind 
the seats. ‘Lhis car is continued, with the Series III engine, 
but there is also a new model, the Mark IA, offering more 
interior space and a rear luggage locker with external open- 
ing, at a basic price £70 higher. The chassis frame has been 
simplified, single large-diameter tubes at the rear replacing 
the former buiit-up girder, and the fuel tank has been moved 
tO a position immediately behind the driving seat. 


Easy High-speed Gait 


The new car forms the subject of this test which has been 
carried out over nearly 1,000 miles, mostly in severe weather 
conditions. It is a smart sporting vehicle which has in- 
creased usefulness for touring and everyday use, without 
sacrifice of performance or handling characteristics. The 
natural and easy cruising speed lies anywhere between 60 
and 75 m.p.h. and the handling qualities are such that high 
averages are maintained without any special effort. Between 
55 and 60 miles can be covered in an hour, depending on 
favourable traffic and route conditions, and the car is really 
seen at its best when being driven hard. 

The flat four engine is not particularly smooth, and there 
is some hesitation if the throttle is opened wide at speeds 
below 1,800 r.p.m., but once above that range it growls 
happily with a characteristic low-pitched note, and there is 
no excessive mechanical noise even when the rev counter 
needle is taken round to 5,500, where the red warning zone 
begins. In traffic, third gear is used extensively and second 
gear is desirable when pulling away from slow corners, but 
the sporting owner will find it no hardship to use the gear 
box as an aid to extracting the best performance from a will- 
ing engine, for the steering column gear change is one of the 
best of its kind, light and positive in action. The clutch is 
very smooth, although the pedal travel is rather long, and

the Jupiter is one of the easiest cars on which to make really 
clean and instantaneous full-throttle upward gear changes 

Full hydraulic brakes, with two leading shoes at the front, 
match the performance and stand up well to hard use. 
Weather conditions during the test period made it necessary 
to carry out the brake tests on a wet surface, and the results 
quoted do not, therefore, represent the absolute maximum 
retardation available on a dry surface. The limiting factor 
is the tendency of the rear wheels to lock and slide if exces- 
sive pressure is applied to the pedal. 

With the fairly heavy concentration of weight on the front 
wheels, it is possible to produce a tail slide by violent use 
of throttle or steering wheel on slippery surfaces, but the 
general behaviour of the car gives adequate warning and 
correction is easy. It is a safe car on snow and ice, and an 
amusing one for the driver who appreciates the finer points 
of handling. The steering has been greatly improved as a 
result of competition experience. It is slightly lower geared 
and more sensitive than before and more accurate; it is light, 
has adequate caster action and gives the driver the “feel” 
of the road without transmitting more than a minor tremor 
to the steering wheel on rough surfaces. Fast cornering is 
2 pleasure and stability is good in side winds. 

At low speeds the suspension is rather firm, but at normal 
cruising speeds it gives a steady, level ride and the dampers 
cope effectively with severe road irregularities. When motor- 
ing fast over indifferent surfaces the Jupiter had a satisfac- 
tory taut feeling, and the body remained rattle proof. Some 
roll was noticeable when cornering fast but it never reached 
disconcerting proportions. 

Drivers of varying stature find the driving position highly 
satisfactory. The wheel is at the right angle, the pedals are 
well spaced, so that heel and toe can be used simultaneously

when braking and changing down, and both front wings 
are visible, despite the fairly high line of bonnet and facia. 

The bench type seat gives comfortable space for two 
adults, and the shaped back rest affords some lateral sup- 
port to the driver when cornering fast. The new metal facia 
seems more suited to the sporting character of the car than 
the former wooden panel, and it carries full instrumentation, 
consisting of speedometer with total and trip mileage 
recorders, rev counter, fuel gauge, oil pressure gauge, 
ammeter, oil and water thermometers. Indirect illumina- 
tion is provided, but there is no rheostat. The instrument 
panel is flanked by two small glove boxes which have lids, 
but no locks. The hood takes only a few seconds to erect 
single handed and is secured by two simple fastenings at the 
top of the screen. When not in use it is concealed under a 
neatly tailored cover permanently attached to the bodywork. 

With hood erected and the frameless side windows wound 
up, the car is transformed from a smart open sports model 
into a comfortable coupé, and has space behind the seats 
sufficient to accommodate a medium suitcase plus several 
small packages, in addition to the luggage locker in the tail. 
The rear window is small by current standards and the blind 
rear quarters are sometimes noticed when driving out from 
a side road into a main traffic stream, but the big outside 
mirror overcomes the difficulty at other times. Louvres in 
the top of the bonnet release warm air which appears to 
help in discouraging ice formation on the screen, and the 
wipers sweep a good area, but they leave obscured a fairly 
wide band in the centre of the screen, which can be a 
nuisance in heavy traffic. 


The locker lid lifts to expose both the luggage space and the 
spare wheel which is housed separately below the sloping floor 
of the locker. 


Even after standing out for hours with the temperature 
below freezing point, the engine started readily, but the flat 
four is an exceptionally cool running power unit and it was 
usually necessary to keep the choke in action for a mile or 
two before even firing could be assured. In cold weather,

little heat was transmitted to the passenger compartment, 
and the water temperature rarely rose over 30 deg C. 
This was reflected in the performance of the heater, which 
began to produce useful results only after about five miles 
had been covered from a cold start. In winter it would 
probably pay to blank off the greater part of the front grille 
area. The heater installation does not employ a frontal in- 
take, and continuous use of the electric fan is necessary to 
provide a flow of warm fresh air. 

General equipment and finish are unusually good. Details 
which merit special mention are the effective pistol grip 
hand brake, the efficient fuel filler and the neat plated pull 
handles on the doors. The throttle pedal and the linkage 
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connecting it to the twin carburettors now has a smoother 
and more progressive action than that on one of the early 
cars tested two years ago. Strong bumpers and overriders 
are included in the standard equipment and the bonnet is 
now secured by quick action toggle clips. Bonnet, radiator 
grille and front wings lift as one assembly to give free access 
to the engine, front suspension and steering. Ignition dis- 
tributor, oi) filler, dipstick, plugs and carburettors are 
particularly easy to reach. 

The Mark IA Jupiter is a practical model which gives the 
owner the satisfaction of having a car with a solid back- 
ground of competition success, whilst affording him a very 
pleasant amount of weather protection, bodily comfort and 
luggage accommodation. It is a versatile model suitable for 
town or holiday use and will carry two people in comfort 
at high average speeds with modest operating costs.

THE VAUXHALL GRYPHON SAYS HELLO TO AN ANDEAN EACLE 


WO Londoners working in an office in Caracas decided 

to spend their annual holiday getting to know the 

western half of Venezuela. This is a vast, interesting 
and under-developed country lying within the tropics on 
the north-east corner of South America, adjacent to Trini- 
dad; the Andes, which form the backbone of this vast 
continent, in the north sweep round towards the Atlantic, 
dive under the sea and come up in Trinidad itself. Caracas, 
the capital of Venezuela, has one of the most attractive 
settings imaginable; it fills a broad, fertile valley 2,800 
feet deep in a branch of the Andes and enjoys a climate 
such as one always hopes for in August in England. 
Founded by the Spanish colonists, it is rapidly growing into 
a city of tall modern buildings, metalled streets and wide 
shady avenues. 

Bent on adventure, we hoped to find complete contrast 
from life in this city, and we were not disappointed. My 
car, a Vauxhall Ten, had already proved itself dependable 
through a year’s service in these 
mountains, and was in perfect con- 
dition. But the heights we were 
contemplating had never been 
attempted, as far as we knew, in 
such a small car; and several of 
our well-wishing friends seemed 
quite certain that we would never 
succeed in getting to Colombia and back (it takes five 
hours to fly from Caracas over the mountains to Bogota 

-and the roads are such that the normal method of travel 
between the cities of Venezuela is by air). But never 
having met a mountain too steep for a Vauxhall Ten, we 
set off in high hopes. The back of the car was completely 
filled with luggage (including blankets and sweaters, as 
protection against the cold at great altitudes, and ex-Army 
tropical clothing to wear in the plains) ; and in the locker 
were a few likely spares (as there would be no contact with 
the Vauxhall spare parts service for 2,000 miles). 

The first hundred miles of the trip was along an excel- 
lent concrete road winding through the mountains, never 
rising much above 3,000 feet and without steep gradients 
It afforded many picturesque mountain views, always with 
banana plantations, sugar cane or palms in the scene. 
Towards the Lake of Valencia the road began to flatten 
out and to straighten, and amidst luxuriant vegetation we 
enjoyed the sight of 150 square miles of peaceful blue- 
green water sparkling against the background of distant 
mountains. But here, as the road descended to the anos 
(plains) the force of the equatorial climate began to make 
itself felt and we were thankful for the car’s excellent

ventilation, particularly the sunshine roof and scuttle 
ventilator. 

Shortly after leaving the lake the metalled road ended 
abruptly. It became a broad straight highway of earth and 
rock, corrugated very like a sandy beach at low tide but 
on a much bigger scale. And as the trip was undertaken 
at the end of the dry season there were formidable quanti- 
ties of dust and sharp stones, many as large as your fist, 
lying loose on top. The best technique for driving on this 
ultra-rough road proved to be never to go slower than 45 
m.p.h.; this minimized the bone-shaking effect of the 
corrugations (which run across the road) ; but even at this 
speed the perpetual high-frequency pounding was terrific 
and we had almost to shout to carry on any sort of con 
versation, and wondered when the car would burst open. 
We raised a huge cloud of dust which completely obscured 
any view behind, and there was constant danger of skid- 
ding in the drifts of loose dust. 


Hobson’s Choice 


By noon the sun was overhead, but with the roof and 
windows open the heat was not intolerable, although the 
dust accumulated to form a mud-pack on our perspiring 
faces. Every vehicle we passed or overtook nearly choked 
us with its following dust-cloud, and every such occasion 
(they were fortunately rare) involved the danger of driving 


for 100”yards with visibility reduced to nil. These condi- 
tions persisted for two days; the country was never more 
than undulating, with vegetation limjted to parched grass, 
cactus,« scrub and occasional trees. It was impressive for 
its vastness, and once we had become accustomed to it, 
and to the fact that the car could apparently endure any 
amount of its punishment without manifesting so much as 
a loose screw, it was quite enjoyable. We reflected upon 
whether the makers had envisaged such roads when they 
designed the suspension ; it seemed miraculous that it could 
keep the passengers so free from road shocks when the 
wheels were bouncing so fast and so erratically. Adjusting 
the pressure of the tyres, which got very hot, was the only 
attention the car needed throughout these two days. 
The first night was spent in Barquisimeto, a medium- 
sized town, built like all Venezuelan towns on the old 
Spanish plan of squares of 100 metres intersected by narrow 
streets; in the centre is a plaza featuring an equestrian 
statue of Simon Bolivar, the liberator of Venezuela. We 
were impressed by the small quantity of traffic and the 
large number of traffic lights, which had the individualistic 
merit of having the lights in the reverse of the generally 
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accepted order and ringing a bell whenever they changed The road climbs up to La Mesa, a charming little town at 
Valera, where we had planned to spend the second night, 7,380ft. The houses (below) are white and clean, with red 

proved to be small, sleepy and lacking an inviting hotel roots, and stand along cobbled strvcts. 

So, having arrived ahead of schedule, because of unex 

pected freedom from punctures (we were carrying an extra 

spare tyre, two tubes and a tyre repair outfit), we decided 

«to begin the ascent of the Andes and to reach the first of 

our mountain stopping places before dark. 

Our first impressions of the Trans-Andean Highway were 
that it bore remarkable resemblance to an English country 
lane. It was narrow, only occasionally wide enough for 
two vehicles to pass, and wound its way between high 
hedges and overhanging trees up a deep river valley. The 
surface of the whole of the mountain road proved to be 
earth and rock, but well levelled and without the pernicious 
corrugations of the plains. Our destination was La Mesa 
(the name means ‘‘ the table’’), a village standing on an 
almost perfectiy flat table-land sticking out like a giant 
tongue in the mouth of the valley. To climb up on to the 
table, first gear had to be used continually, and fifteen 
tight hairpin bends were negotiated in three miles. 

La Mesa is 7,380 feet high and is a beautiful little town 
with white, red-roofed houses and narrow cobbled streets 
We spent three days in its friendly little hotel and enjoyed 
many walks through the gaunt brown hills which surround 
and dwarf this fertile plateau ; its climate, in spite of its 
proximity to the Equator, is very English, and honeysuckle 
and dandelions grow among the bananas and cactus. 
During our stay, we cleaned the car—hitherto we had been 
content to wipe the windscreen and to amuse ourselves 

by writing in the dust the names of the towns through 
which we had passed. 









































Uphill 


It was with some regret that we left La Mesa. We felt 
some apprehension, too, as the excellent view of the great 
valley showed the Trans-Andean Highway clinging pre 
cariously to the mountainside—and, like the many goat 
tracks, unprotected by so much as a fence from sheer drops 
of hundreds of feet. Having got down off the table into 
the valley, we climbed for three hours, steadily and with- 
out trouble; sometimes we passed through a cloud and into 
the sunshine, each time we rounded a corner we were 
delighted by a new view of enormous magnitude and 
minute detail. The top of the pass (12,697 feet) is marked 
by a giant statue of an eagle. The ease with which we 
reached it was owed chiefly to the car's delightful steering 
and cornering and to complete freedom from overheating 
(this last impressed us particularly as at this height water

boils at 25 deg below the usual temperature). The only 
adjustment we made on account of the altitude was to 
advance the ignition—even with it advanced to its limit 
the car refused to pink. 

At these altitudes the power of the engine is noticeably 
reduced ; we estimated the loss at 40 per cent—about 3 per 
cent for every 1,000 feet of altitude. When we got out 
of the car to look at the statue and to pick some heather 
(the only vegetation up there), we found that the tem- 
peratures weren't much above freezing point and that, in 
spite of our pullovers, scarves and gloves, we had to keep 
moving to keep warm. 

After an hour’s steep descent, all in second gear, we 
came upon Merida. The first view of this city, glowing 
white and red in the sunshine under the domination of 
the snow-capped Pico Bolivar (16,423 feet), is across a 
great canyon. The road makes a diversion of some 20 
miles round its edge, and one is able to enjoy the vista of 
Merida from many different angles, often from between 
giant bucare trees covered with brilliant orange blossom. 
The city is quiet, dignified and cultured, and proud of 
its university; it has more university colleges than cinemas, 
which makes it unusual if not unique. 


Vertical Distance 


From Merida to San Cristobal (near the Venezuela- 
Colombia frontier) is 175 miles, and the road twists con- 
tinually, climbing over ranges and dropping into valleys. 
We climbed a total of 14,000 feet and descended 17,000— 
that is, nearly six miles in the vertical plane—almost con 
tinually in second gear, and we were in first more than 
in top. So numerous are the bends on this road that in 
spite of the car's light handling and the fact that I wore 
gloves when the climate permitted it, my hands were sore 
and beginning to blister at the end of the day. We did 
the journey in 9 hours, excluding stops (an average of 
20 m.p.h.) and this performance surprised us. I don’t 
think any big American car (the standard by which all 
cars in this country are judged) could improve on it with 
out sacrificing safety. 

The sight of such a small car in the mountains frequently 
brought looks and shouts of amazement from the peasants 
we passed (these are interesting characters always clad in 
thick, brightly coloured woollen ponchos). Amazement 
was greatest when my companion stood with his head and 
shoulders sticking out of the sunshine roof—an unheard-of 
refinement in an American car. The car was always 
admired at the petrol filling stations at which we stopped 

and the smali engine caused astonishment. At one moun 
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tain Shell pump we were treated to hot coffee, in addition 
to the usual free services of air and water. 

San Cristobal being only two hours’ driving from the 
Colombian border, we were able to cross the frontier bridge 
and spend a day in Cucuta, without having to go through 
the formality of obtaining visas. We found more differences 
than we me | expected between Cucuta and the Venezuelan 
towns just across the border. The Spanish language and 
Spanish influence are common to both countries, but the 
cost of living is apparently at least 50 per cent lower in 
Colombia. Cucuta’s shops contain a wealth of goods of 
local craftsmanship (whereas Venezuelan shops sell mostly 
imported goods), and Cucuta has no equestrian statue of 
Simon Bolivar. 

The return journey was as fascinating and almost as 
trouble-free as the outward one; having once conquered 
some of the most difficult roads imaginable, we took it 
for granted that the big-hearted little car could do it 
again. And it did. We did, in fact, have two punctures 
—and by the time we reached Caracas the rear tyres had 
practically no sign of tread left. But mechanical troubles 
were nil, and without disrupting our schedule we were able 
to make a diversion of some 250 miles to visit the oilfields 
bordering Lake Maracaibo, an inland sea of some 4,600 
square miles. The Lake basin swelters under the blazing 
sun ; the land is desert, the shore golden sand and shaded 
by palm trees, and the lake is hot and still, stretching as 
far as the eye can see. 


Oil Road 


We drove to the city of Maracaibo along the 100-mile 
road bordering the eastern shore of the lake. This road, 
constructed by the oil companies, is composed of a mix 
ture of crude oil and sand and is as smooth as an English, 
main road. 

Venezuela is the second largest producer and the largest 
exporter of petroleum in the world, and we saw ample 
evidence of its over a million barrels a day production: 
a forest of oil derricks extends for miles on either side 
of the road, both inland and out into the lake. On most 
of these wells the drilling is completed, and their pro 
duction is pumped through subsidiary lines into the 12 
and 16in pipelines which run beside the road. At one of 
the camps of Venezuelan Oil Concessions, Ltd. (a Shell 
group company) we were shown some of the stages of 
drilling and production at close quarters, and one of the 
terminals at which the crude oil is loaded straight into 
tankers. We were equally interested in the camp itself— 
the attractive pre-fabricated permanent houses, the gar- 
dens, lawns and palm trees, the swimming bath and the 
club; working in an oi] camp does not entail cutting one- 
self off from the amenities of civilization. 


Atlantic Terminal 


Maracaibo, the second city of Venezuela, stands on the 
western side of the lake at its northern extremity, where 
it is connected with the Otlantic Ocean by a channel six 
miles wide. We crossed by the ferry, but had insufficient 
time to form a complete impression of the city ; it is cer- 
tainly very hot, and apparently less tidy and methodical 
than Caracas. 

Getting back to Caracas involved another two days’ 
‘desert driving ’’ over the roads of the plains. Again we 
managed it without accident—although we saw the effects 
of three nasty ones—and on the second day the roads were 
turned into a mud-bath by the unexpected arrival of the 
rainy season ; in one valley the road was so soft that we 
needed the help of nine lorry drivers and their mates to 
get through—but there was nothing we could do to help 
them out of the mire. When we reached Caracas, it was clear 
that our sceptical friends had revised their opinions of the 
Vauxhall Ten ; we had succeeded where many ‘‘ more suit- 
able’’ cars had failed. Running expenses included petrol, 
one change of oil (no topping-up was required), garaging 
and a frontier permit; they totalled seven pounds. Could 
any holiday be better? 
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The driver's head barely projects above the height of the rear tyres on the Grand Prix Gordine and there is scarcely

Un 
like other current Grand Prix engines, 
this one is built on aircraft lines, with 
separate light alloy cylinder blocks 
secured by long through bolts. Inside 
are the detachable wet cylinder liners, 
the external surfaces of which are closely 
finned. The two cylinder heads have the 
valves mounted at an included angle of 
90 deg, operated directly by twin over- 
head camshafts. Valve seats, guides, and 
plug inserts are in bronze. The crankshaft 
is a single forging with five main bearings 
and drives the four camshafts through 
vertical shafts and gear trains. 

A dry sump lubrication system is used, 
the oil circulating under pressure through 
both the engine and the gear box. Oi 
tank and oil cooler are mounted in the 
nose and all oil, including new oil put in 
the oil tank, is filtered before it reaches 
the power unit. The clutch, housed in 
a lightweight magnesium casing, has 
double dry plates and transmits the drive 
to a five-speed all-direct gear box 
mounted transversely in one casing with 
the final drive, which is through a ZF 
limited-slip differential above the gear 
box. The gear change is rather like that 
on a motor cycle; the lever moves fore 
and aft and the driver has to engage each 
gear, even if only momentarily, in chang 
ing up or down. An external transfer 
gear train allows the final drive ratio to 
be changed in a quarter of an hour with 
out disturbing the differential. 

The de Dion axle beam is located by 
a ball working in a vertical slide on the 
rear of the final drive housing. It is built 
up from hollow magnesium alloy castines 
and is sleeve-joiuted to permit slight 
flexibility in the centre. It is located by

Special attention has been given to 
obtaining efficient cooling with minimum 
drag. Two small air intakes in the nose 
of the car feed two small separate radia- 
tors, from which the warm air is ducted 
to outlets just behind the front wheels. 
With the radiators, oil cooler, oil tank, 
rack and pinion steering, and coolant 
header tank, the space in the nose of the 
car is well filled. The sides of the cock- 
pit are formed by two enormous fuel 
tanks with a total capacity of 66 gallons, 
fed by a single enormous filler just ahead 
of the windscreen.

OWHERE is the difference between the living 
standards of North America and the rest of the 
Western World more strikingly illustrated than in 

the amount of horse-power which is considered desirable to 
move a man and his family about in a car. In the United 
States a figure of 100 b.h.p. is now widely regarded as the 
minimum, and a self-respecting family with a social position 
to maintain dare hardly be seen during 1953 in a car which 
has an engine smaller than 4} litres and delivers less than 
190-200 b.h.p. In Europe, for obvious reasons, this trend 
has no counterpart, and for the great majority of people an 
engine of one third or one quarter the American size, 
delivering something between 25 and 55 b.h.p., is the maxi- 
mum which can be considered. It is.not solely a question of 
fuel consumption, because some 1 cars can be sur- 
prisingly economical, but car size and weight are closely 
related to the engine power, and the tyre bill, repair costs, 
insurance premiums and garage charges are greatly 
influenced by the size of the engine. 

It is difficult to regard this comparative poverty of horse- 
power as a very great deprivation, and a personal liking fc~ 
the 1}-litre engine, as one capable of offering a satisfactory 
measure of performance and economy, already reinforced by 
a few successes in competitions where performance, stamina 
and fuel economy were severely tested, has recently been 
strengthened by essential motoring which has provided 
extensive experience with two representative examples in this 
category, the 1}-litre Riley and the Ford Consul. 

The Riley was used in the late spring and carly summer 
of 1952 for a European trip which included several Road 
Tests and coverage of both the Turin Show and the Mille

tobacco, coffee or tea, as these are subject to heavy duty. 

It was two years since I had been in Cologne, and the 
progress in reconstruction in that time was astonishing. In 
1950 a vast vista of ruin stretched on all sides of the cathe- 
dral, very like that which surrounds St. Paul’s Cathedral 
today. There was only one road bridge over the Rhine, a 
British Bailey bridge, and one railway bridge patched up to 
allow single-line traffic. Now there is a vast suspension 
bridge carrying six lines of traffic (the cables were made 
locally and dragged through the streets by tractors); near by 
is a fine steel bridge carrying four lines of traffic, and the 
railway bridge is fully restored, with multiple tracks capable 
of carrying several hundred trains a day. And the Bailey 
bridge ? It was presented to Western Germany by Britain 
to help the economic reconstruction of the country, but they 
say it was pulled down soon afterwards and sent back to 
Britain as scrap. 


Late Work 


New department stores have sprung up round 
cathedral, and at ten o’clock on a Saturday night 
were busy on the foundations of a new bank.

tion of work. The break is only twenty minutes and there 
are no stops for morning or afternoon tea. There is, of 
course, good and nourishing food for everyone who is able to 
earn it. Good beer and sausages full of meat for the work- 
ing man; lavish meals and fine wines in the elegant new 
restaurants for the plump and prosperous business chiefs 
and executives. 

From Cologne, the Riley was turned on to the autobahn 
for the run to Stuttgart. One good feature of the autobahn 
is the freedom from advertisements, contrasting strongly 
with the dreadful rash of advertising signs which defaces 
the Italian autostrada. The autobahn has not escaped 
entirely, however; there are frequent large direction signs in 
English and American for the guidance of the Allied forces, 
and on the way to Heidelberg it is a little disconcerting to be 


The litter of advertising signs and models which is almost 
continuous along the Italian autostrada contrasts sharply with 


confronted with a vast hoarding which proclaims the fact 
that one is “now approaching Java Junction, hot coffee day 
and nite.” Heidelberg itself seems to have become a replica 
of a United States mid-Western city and of its former 
glories little can be discerned by the passing traveller save 
the baroque castle still standing on its crag above the Neckar. 
Bombarded by the troops of Louis XIV, struck by lightning 
and set on fire more than once, the old castle has seen many 
strange disturbances in its hundreds of years of history and 
will probably see many more. In the vaults, the fabulous 
wine tuns are still intact and so is the famous booby trap 
clock which catches at least one visitor in every party. 

After a few days in Stuttgart, the Riley sped southwards 
to Frederikshaven and 
then turned to cross a tiny 
neck of Austria in driving 
round the lakeside into 
Switzerland, but there was 
no great loss of time before 
reaching St. 
in Switzerland, where the 

i was warmly housed 
underneath the hotel while 
its crew enjoyed a couple 
of vast steaks. 
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The next day’s motoring took us southwards through a 
country gay with blossom of tulip trees, cherry and apple to 
Liechtenstein, where the Prince and Princess and their 
children in the remote castle on the mountain seem to have 
suffered from the attentions of tourists, judging by the 
notices which emphasize that the gardens are private. In 
this democratic age there were, however, no armed sentrics 
in sight to reinforce the warning. 

At Chur, the snow had long since departed and Lenzer- 
heide had that forlorn, deserted village air which comes to 
ski resorts when the season is over, but there was still one 
tea shop open to provide brief refreshment before the climb 
over the Julier Pass, where work was in progress on a vast 
new reservoir for the city of Zurich; we took a last look down 
at the doomed village of Marmorera. It was evening when 
we reached Italy and the drive down past the lakes was 


heavy storm of rain, keeping 

fast and light Fiat 1400s, with Superleggera coachwork, 
which had run in the Mille Miglia. It was full throttle the 
whole way and for more than thirty miles the average was 
about 70 m.p.h., but at the end of the autostrada the two cars 
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the final run back to the coast, which was just as well, as there 
was some serious motoring to be done, 38 miles in the first 
hour; the second hour, over tortuous mountain roads, 
accounted for 49 miles. Thereafter, the average was round 
about 50 miles for each hour. 

There was time for a lavish lunch at Dijon, followed by 
a brief sleep in the sun when the effects of much cating 
began to tell on the driver, but after that there were no 
more stops. Troyes, Chateau-Thierry, Soissons and Arras 
all passed by as the Riley kept up its happy, effortless cruis- 
ing, and finally it pulled into Dunkirk with plenty of time 


late supper. A satisfactory day’s motoring of 525 miles 
with no particular fatigue as a result. 

The Riley’s S.U. carburettor had been adjusted for 
economy before the journey began, but it will be apparent 
that the performance had not been allowed to suffer appreci- 
ably, and the overall consumption of just over 26 m.p.g.

for 2,900 miles is creditable for a car driven hard, over 
very varied roads. It was a most satisfactory demonstration 
of the capabilities of a 14-litre quality car, which is both 
graceful and practical. It was one of the last, and certainly 
one of the best-looking cars ever designed to the old formula, 
with separate wings and running-boards. It would be no light 
task to evolve a worthy successor in the modern flush-sided 


manner. 

Two troubles have to be recorded. One was the loss of 
a tiny drain screw from the fuel pump, a trivial incident 
which magnified itself into a delay of about four hours, as 
it took place at night on the Belgian autoroute, where there 
are no filling stations, garages or telephones, and where the 
rural population speaks only Flemish. As the cause of the 
stoppage was not discovered on first inspection, it was con- 
cluded that the car’had run out of petrol, and it was only 
after hitch-hiking several miles and walking miles back again 
that it was discovered that the petrol did not solve the 
problem. By the time the tiny vacant hole in the pump 
had been located and a replacement screw improvised, the 
night was well advanced. 

The only other untoward occurrence was the blowing of 
an exhaust flange gasket after many hours of full-throttle 
driving. The spare in the tool kit appeared to be made out 
of a sort of brown paper, and it was no particular surprise 
when that, too, failed after about 40 miles. After a few days 
of noisy motoring with an open exhaust a proper replace- 
ment in copper and asbestos was fabricated by an Italian 
mechanic, and no further bother was experienced. 


British Consul 


The second car, a Ford Consul, is an excellent example 
of the modern popular car in the 14-litre category, although 
for some inexplicable reason the designers have seen fit to 
give its engine a swept volume of 1,508 c.c., thus imposing 
a needless handicap on owners who, with factory approval, 
enter their cars in competitions. With its chunky outline 
and astonishing carrying capacity, the Consul simply asks 
to be heavily loaded, and this is the treatment it received 
on a late summer expedition to Belgium, Switzerland, Italy 
and France, undertaken for the purpose of carrying out a 
series of Road Tests, visiting foreign car factories and cover- 
ing the Monza Grand Prix. 

With four adults, luggage for three weeks and, once again, 
the Road Test equipment, every bit of the Consul’s carrying 
capacity was utilized, and when it left Ostend it was carry- 
ing nearly 900Ib of load. For the first few days it was based 
on Bruges as a centre while road testing proceeded, with the 
delays inseparable therefrom. There was time for an even- 
ing run over to Knocke and Le Zoute, where there are some 
rather fine and elegant villas among the sand dunes, con- 
trasting with the rather tasteless and shapeless coloured 
brick buildings that disfigure so much of the Belgian coast. 
There was a chance, too, of exploring the canals of Bruges 
by boat, of watching the old ladies sitting at their cottage 
doorways making lace, and of climbing the 365 steps u 
the belfry tower. The famous belfry was built in 1619, but 
the bells were added later. There are 47 of them, which 
can be rung by hand or played automatically by a kind of 
mammoth, creaking pianola. Unfortunately, the Passion 
Play of the Sanguis Christi, with its 2,500 actors perform- 
ing in a floodlit setting in the great square before the belfry, 
had taken place a few days before, and the open-air stage 
was just being dismantled. One aspect of Bruges at that 
time of the year was the extraordinary persistence of the 
mosquitoes. Not for nothing do the hotels provide gauze 
on the windows, and British visitors remove it at their peril. 


The Ghost 


Road testing completed, the road lay through the roll- 
ing Ardennes on an evening run which was memorable for 
the astonishing sight of a pair of gloves and a hat walking 
across the road without any visible means of support. It 
turned out to be a new employment for Scotchlite, the 
luminous material which is being used by the Belgian police, 
in common with some others on the tinent, to render 
their signals more visible at night. After an overnight stop

at Marche, where the crew was replenished from the efficient 
kitchen of the Rétiserie de la Famenne and the Consul 
was refilled from one of the new electric pumps which shuts 
itself off when the tank is full, we turned southwards for 
a heavy day which was to take us most of the way to Italy. 

The first hour led through the scenes of the bitter fighting 
of the German Ardennes offensive in the winter of 1944. 
Bastogne now has a Sherman tank in the town square, 
guarding a bust of the American commander whose collo- 
quial and monosyllabic response to the German demand for 
his surrender is commemorated in a large sign which invites 
the visitor “ Visitez la musée ‘Nuts’! ” While it was still 
morning we were in France, passing the fountains and 
the delicate wrought ironwork of the Stanislaus Square in 
Nancy and later stopping for a brief picnic lunch in a wood 
before crossing the frontier into Switzerland. So far it had 
been a brilliant sunny day, but rain lashed down as the Con- 
sul sped through Lucerne, round the north side of the lake. 
past the Queen Astrid memorial with its ever-present throng 
of visitors, through Altdorf, and on over the twisting roads to 
Andermatt. 


Mountain Mist 


By the time the St. Gotthard Pass was reached it was 
a black stormy night and a thick mist blocked out the 
surrounding peaks. Eventually the road itself became lost 
in the clouds and near the top of the pass extensive road 
reconstruction was taking place. The Consul droned up 
in second gear over muddy tracks reminiscent of a British 
trials hill with the added perils of the white mist to hide 
the unprotected edges. At last the long descent began and 
eventually the lights of Airolo could be discerned twinkling 
far below. I had previously been there in the spring of 
1951, just after the disastrous avalanche which obliterated 
part of the town and killed many of its inhabitants. Flood, 
fire and bombing each have a horror of its own, but an 
avalanche has a specially sinister aspect, contrasting so 
sharply with the sparkling snow around it, and Airolo has 
still not fully recovered. 

That night the Consul reached Bellinzona, in Switzer- 
land’s Italian-speaking Ticino, to conclude another good 
day’s motoring. Despite the heavy load and the holiday 
weekend traffic on the roads, the total was 447 miles; the 
total time was 14 hours, from which stops of approximately 
75 minutes have to be deducted to give an average running 
speed of 35 m.p.h., with a best hour of 47 miles. In all 
that time the Consul had been passed only once, by an 
Alfa Reineo 1900, the driver of which emphatically dis- 
liked the fog on the St. Gotthard and dropped back, never 
to catch us again. 

The run down through Lugano to Milan next morning 
provided a reminder that the Italian frontier at Ponte 
Chiasso is to be avoided in the summer. What with the 
long queue of waiting cars, two deep, the inspection of 
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documents, the changing of money and the purchasing of 
petrol coupons to obtain the special tourist rate, the frontier 
crossing cost a delay of nearly 14 hours. It is much better 
to go round by Ponte Tresa and descend via Varese into 
the Plain of Lombardy. ‘ 

We went via Como to begin more work in Milan, and 
the Consul spent its next few days in high-speed running 
on the autostrada between Milan, Turin, Monza, and 
Como. These were long, hard days of road testing and 
interviewing often for 12 hours at a stretch, with blazing 
sun all day, but there were brief relaxations at night when 
one could drive out for a late dinner in the open-air 
restaurants in the city squares of Milan and Turin or run 
up for a breath of cool air to the restaurants in the hills, 
with terraces from which one can see the whole of Turin 
twinkling like a star-spangled map under a velvet sky. And 
no visit to Turin is complete without a climb up to the 
Superga, the graceful basilica where the Kings of Savoy 
are buried, or to the neighbouring landmark, the vast winged 
victory which forms Turin’s memorial to the fallen of the 
1914-18 war. 

The Milanese are fortunate in summer, for a short run 
on the autostrada takes them to the lakeside resorts of 
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Varese or Como for swimming, sailing or speed-boating, 
and at the weekends the roads are crowded with scooters, 
often with wives or girl friends on the pillion and not 
infrequently carrying additional burdens in the form of 
dogs or small children. The performance they deliver from 
engines of a mere 125 c.c. is quite astonishing. 

The Consul’s weekend retreat was a few miles away 
over the hills, at Cernusco, where Count Lurani had his 
usual gay house party for the Monza race meeting and 
where the garage walls are covered with the autographs 
of motor racing celebrities of both the pre-war and post- 
war periods. Then it was soon time to turn northward 
again, on the long run to Paris. Starting from Turin early 
in the morning, the car had reached Macon by lunchtime. 
From then conditions rapidly deteriorated, for the main 
road up to Saulieu was undergoing the most extensive 
grading and widening operations, with bulldozers in fours 
and fives still hard at it long after 6 p.m. The scale of 
these operations necessitated long detours with slow pro- 
cessions of traffic running bonnet to tail round narrow 
by-ways just like a happy English holiday crowd on the 
summer run to the coast. This played havoc with’ the 
average speed and the arrival in Paris was long behind 
schedule. It had been a hard day’s driving, but by no 
means a tiring one. The total from Turin to Paris was 
485 miles, with filthy weather for much of the way and 
the running average was just over 40 m.p.h. with 56 miles 
in the best hour. 

The Ford had proved itself as practical and functional 
as its looks suggest. It had carried a very heavy load 
for most of the time and had not been specifically tuned 
for economy. Moreover, it was an early example of the 
type, which had already had quite a hard life, but over 
a total distance of 2,400 miles of hard driving its fuel con- 
sumption averaged a fraction above 20 m.p.g. Mechanical 
trouble was confined to a delay caused by dirt on the quick 
thread of the starter pinion, a predicament which is 
admittedly aggravated by the modern tendency to abolish 
the starting handle. Otherwise the only fault to be found 
is the inadequacy of the petrol filler, which makes it almost 
imvossible to fill the tank without an excessive rate of loss. 
This means that on a long Continental run one tends to stop 
for petrol at least three times a day and may have to pay 
for it in three different currencies. 

Both cars proved untiring to drive, and both are clearly 
capable of energetic day-to-day service, with a capacity 
for covering long distances urder beavy loading worthy of 
bigger vehicles. Differing widely in style, design and price, 
they cover between them a big range of motoring require- 
ments.

TURNING RIGHT 
Uniformity Approaching in Australia 


[64647.|—Mr. Walter Griffith, in his letter [64508] under the 
heading “ Intersections,” refers to the method of turning right 
in some of the capital cities of Australia.

PREMIUM FUELS 
Side-valve Engines Capable of improvement 


[64648.]—The statement that side-valve engines are less likely 
than o.h.v. engines to benefit from the use of premium fuel is 
apt to be misleading (page 1702, December 19). This presumes 
that the thermal efficiency (turning heat into useful work or 
power) of current engines is the best possible in production jobs. 
The simple teachings of James Watt and other early engineers 
show otherwise. For one clue we need only look at Max Millar’s 
article (page 1693) on the early Rolls-Royce and consider its 
remarkable performance with a 3.2 to 1 compression ratio. 

The R.-R_ used a one-piece head and cylinder, thus permitting 
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heat from the head to travel rapidly to the cylinder, which, in 
turn, reduces the heat lost by the expanding “gas” to the 
cylinder—more heat is devoted to raising the push on the piston 
Such a rapid heat transfer helps to level out the temperature in 
the engine and prevents low-speed knock and pinking 

This can be demonstrated if the asbestos cylinder head gasket is 
thrown away and an all-metal gasket carefully fitted 

The Editorial in Automobile Engineer (December) on the 
effect of carbon deposits on power losses probably explains the 
reason for most side-valve engines being disappointing in pro 
duction form Provided that the hotter spots are effectively 
cooled, a high average temperature improves b.m.c.p. and torque 
This can be demonstrated even with the orthodox asbestos gasket 
if one closes 80 per cent of each water way in the cylinder head 
(or block) which does not supply water directly to the valve seats 
—this eliminates the pinking and gives upward of 10 per cent 
more torque, almost regardless of carbon formation. Also, such 
an engine can be run comfortably and with further gain in torqu 
without an induction manifold hot-spot in cold weather 

We have yet much to relearn about s.v. engines which was 
forgotten thirty years ago H. C. Barty

MONTE CARLO RALLY NOW IMMINENT 


ACH year it seems to the interested 

onlooker that the Monte Carlo 

Rally must surely have reached its 
peak, and that the following year will see 
a decline in entries and enthusiasm for 
the famous European winter struggle 
against fatigue, mountainous country and 
appalling weather condiuons. Yet, when 
the following January comes around, it is 
seen that once again the prospects are 
better than ever 

In eleven days’ time, on Tuesday, 
January 20, the 440 entrants in this year’s 
rally, the 23rd of the series, will leave 
their seven starting points to commence 
the 2,050-mile journey down to the Céte 
d’Azur and (theoretically, at least) the 
Mediterranean sunshine. Actually, of 
course, a proportion of them start from 
Monte Carlo itself, to climb immediately 
into the snowy heights of the Alpes Mari- 
times 

For the next three days and nights, they 
must maintain an overall average speed, 
including all stops, of 314 m.p.h.; this 
sounds reasonably low, and, indeed, pre- 
sents comparatively little difficulty while 
the route is confined to straight main 
roads and the weather is not too bad. 
But when the tortuous mountain sections 
are encountered, when blizzards are fre- 
quently the order of the day, when the 
road disappears entirely beneath banks of 
snow and the crew are already bleary- 
eyed and fatigued by over two days and 
nights of continuous motoring—then it is 
a very different story. 

Among the 440 are many different types 
of car, and an equally divergent selection 
of people. The cars are all saloons; this 
is now laid down in the regulations, They 
must all be normal production models, and 
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the modifications from standard which 
may be incorporated are few and strictly 
controlled. Last year’s winner, Britain's 
Sydney Allard, is once more setting out in 
an Allard saloon, this time with his 
brother Leslie as co-driver; Stirling Moss, 
who took second place in 1952 with a 
Sunbeam-Taibot, tries again with the 
same marque and the same crew, Des- 
mond Scannell of the B.R.D.C. and J. A. 
Cooper of The Autocar. The number of 
Sunbeam-Talbots, in fact, is a feature of 
the British entry; cight works-sponsored 
cars and twenty-three privately owned 
The redoubtable German Porsche cars 
appear in strength, and it is interesting 
that Harry Sutcliffe, well-known British 
rally driver, has entered one of them 
Dennis Taylor, British rally champion for 
1952, is driving an Austin A.40 with L. J. 
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Tracey; Ford Zephyrs appear in such 
capable hands as those of Ken Wharton, 
I. H. Wisdom and M. Gatsonides. 
Among the large French entry are man 
Sumcas, including those of E. Chaboud, 
Dr. M. Angelvin and J. Scaron, and an 
almost equal number of the redoubtable 
baby Renaults, with Louis Rosier, J.

THE VINTAGE §.C.C, 

HIS year’s Measham E.ully again 

showed the popularity of this event, 

organized by the Midland region of 
the Vintage Sports Car Club. Some 200 
miles of night driving were followed by 
three tests at the Measham auction sales 
ground. Of the 90 entries, divided into 
three classes (vintage, thoroughbred post- 
vintage, and the rest), there were only six 
(norn-vintage) non-starters. 

The route sorted out the competitors, 
and only 21 cars out of the 84 starters 
arrived at Measham without loss of 
marks. It was a rally that emphasized 
the need for quick and accurate naviga- 
tion as well as good driving. From Church 
Stretton the route went into the Welsh 
hills, and at one point, while one group 
of competitors was endeavouring to 
climb a stiff hill, another misguided group 
appeared down the slope! However, this 
was all part of the fun. It-was also rumoured 
that on one of the timed sections f.t.d 
went to a local farmer who failed to stop. 
At the night start it was fine and dry, yet 
one or two ice patches were found quite 
early on in the hilly section. By about 
three o’clock there was bright moonlight, 
but this was also accompanied by black 
ice between Sandford and Cheswardine. 


Compulsory Coffee 


At the Ternhill control, some 50 miles 
before the finish of the road section, there 
was a twenty-minute compulsory stop and 
delicious cups of coffee. Competitors 
were arriving in the best of spirits, 
although by no means in the same order 
as they had started. From Ternhill to 
Measham it was fairly plain sailing, 
although some of the narrow lanes had 
surface conditions similar to those of the 
M.LR.A. proving ground pitching test,

P. B. Reece, driv- 
ing a Morgan, went through very clean 
and fast. On the other hand, E. y. Ful- 
wood, in an M.G., knocked down a very 
large number of the posts and only just 
missed one of the marshals who had 
dashed in to re-erect them. 

The second test consisted of a standing 
start from a “ pit area,” round the houses, 
and then a pit stop to remove and replace 
the spare wheel. This was followed by 
another run round the course to a timing 
point at the finishing straight. 

Some very interesting performances re- 
sulted and there were some ingenious 
methods of removing and _ replacing 
wheels. Arnold-Forster’s Frazer-Nash 
made a very good start, but shed a chain 
on the first time round. However, he 
still had a few chains left and was able 
to continue in another gear. Perhaps the 
most exciting run was that by P. J. Binns 
who made a very quick stop and had 
drilled his navigator to take a flying leap 
into the back of the car, clutching the 


spare wheel, to save time. Unfortunately 
the driver was one jump ahead of his 
navigator, who, in company with the 
wheel, landed on the road behind the car 
P. J. Harris went off in fine fettle, but 
his car developed a very expensive noise 
and came to a standstill with a disintegrat- 
ing clutch. J. M. Collier, driving an 
Austin, demonstrated some extremely 
brisk team work and made a particularly 
fast stop, while J. R. Pearce, driving an 
M.G., decided to go round the first cir 
cult twice instead of branching off down 
the finishing straight. 

Altogether the rally provided lots of fun 
as well as a very good test of skill on the 
part of the driver and navigator, and the 
endurance of the car.
